Jan. 16 oPi — The a t­ 
tention of an inauguration-m inded 
legislature was diverted today to 
the bitterly partisan issue of what 
to 
do 
about 
Attorney 
G eneral 
Charles J. Margiotti. 
Democrats were in a position to 
block confirmation of all members 
of incoming Governor John S. Fine's 
cabinet if Republicans insisted that 
M argiotti be retained as attorney j 
general. And Republicans sought to I 
find a loophole to preclude the pos­ 
sibility of M argiotti’s nam e reach­ 
ing the Senate floor. 
The squabble arose when Fine 
asked M argiotti to continue us a t­ 
torney general under the appoint- j 
m ent made by outgoing Governor 
Jam es H Duff last July. 
M argiotti's retention hinges on a 
technicality. Duff, who sent M argi­ 
otti’s appointm ent to the Senate 
when the legislature convened Ja n u ­ 
ary 2 , is now asking the body to re­ 
turn the request. Both Duff and 
Fine contend th at M argiotti may 
serve 
as attorney general 
under 
Duff s appointm ent—without con­ 
firm ation—until 
the 
end 
of 
the 
present Senate session. The Senate 
yesterday deferred action tem po­ 
rarily on Duff's request to return 
M argiotti's appointm ent. 
"In our opinion, there will be no 
attorney general after noon tom or­ 
row unless the incoming governor 
sends a nam e over," said Sen.
